IN FRANCE, March 31 (By A. P.). 


—The acceptance by France of Gen. 
Pershing’s. offer of all American 
men and material for the present 


emergency, has in effect virtually 
resulted in a unified army command 
so far the French army and 
American forces are concerned, 
This is shown by the fact that the 
orders issued to the American 
troops are of French origin. 

Great activity continued 
throughout the zone where the 
American troops are quartered. It 
began at 4 o’clock this morning, 
when heavily loaded motor camions 
began rumbling through the streets 
and: over the roads which by noon 
were crowded with camions, both 
motor and horse drawn, marching 
men, horses and artillery. 

As on Saturday some parties were 
going in one direction and some in 
another. The Americans passing 
were cheered by others who stood 
along the roads watching the vir- 
tually endless processions, some of 
which were miles long. 

Out in open roads the men in the 
camions sang everything from “The 
Battle. Hymn of the Republic” to 
“Tipperary.” They exhibited the 
greatest enthusiasm for the work 
they have in hand and seemed to be 
anxious to get it started. 

Frequently during the day heavy 
motor trucks skidded from the mud- 
dy roads into ditches but they were 
quickly and literally pitked up by 
as many Americans as could get a 
hand on them and set back on the 
road and started again toward their 
destination. 

A little thing like lifting the end 
of a five-ton motor truck from a 
ditch means nothing to Americans 
who are in a hurry to get into the

ITREATY BETWEEN RUSSIA AND 


RUMANIA HAS BEEN COMPLETED 


Provides That Rumania Shall at Once 
Evacuate Strategic Danube 
Territory. 

MOSCOW, Sunday, March 31 (By 
A. P.).—The treaty between Russia 
and Rumania has been completed. 
It provides that Rumania shall evac- 
uate immdeiately the strategical ter- 
rain near the mouth of the Danube 
and shaH withdraw her troops from 
Bessarabia within two months. All 
the evacuated places shall be oc- 
cupied immediately by Russian 
troops After the expiration of two 
months, however, a Rumanian de- 
tachment of 10,000 men will be per- 
mitted to remain in Bessarabia to 
guard railway stations. The polic- 
ing of Bessarabia will be attended 
to by loyal militia. 

The Rumanians arrested in Rus- 
sia will be exchanged for Russian 


revolutionary soldiers arrested in Ru- 
ruania. An undertaking is made by 
Rumania to take no offensive action 
against the Russian republican fed- 
eration, and also to assist the fed- 
eration if such action is begur by 
other Powers. 

Russia pledgés to Rumania the 
surplus grain in Bessarabia after the 
population and the Russian troops 
have been supplied. Rumania re- 
serves the right to purchase provis- 
ions necessary to feed the Rumanian 
population in Russia. For the ben- 
efit of Rumania, Russia will re-es- 
tablish the depots organized by the 
allies for feeding the Rumanian peo- 
ple. 


WOMEN PHYSICIANS WANTED 
IN ARMY RESERVE CORPS 


Appeal Also Issued for More Men to 
Enroll—14,911 Volunteers: Called 
Into Active Duty. 

WASHINGTON, April 1 (By A. P.). 
—Women physicians are wanted and 
will be admitted to membership in 


the volunteer Medical Reserve Corps, 
under an order made public by Dr. 
Franklin Martin, chairman of the 
General Medical Board of National 
Defense. 

Accompanying this order was an 
appeal to members of the medical 
profession to enroll -in- the- reserve 
corps for work made necessary by 
the war. Of the 18,138 phvsicians 
now enlisted, 14,911 have already 
been called to active duty, Dr. Mar- 
tin stated. 

The first work of the corps will be 
substituting for physicians called into 
war service and caring for the health 
of workers in supply and munitions 
factories, many of whom are women 
and girls.

Abolition of Coal Arbitrary. 


Former Gov. Folk, counsel for the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, makes a strong and con- 
vincing argument in his petition for the 


sion in the Bast St. Louis cattle rate case, 
in which the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
gion held that the rate on cattle going 
through St. Louis to East St. Louis should 
be the same as the rate to St. Louis, re- 
gardiess of the origin of the shipment, that 
is, the length of haul, is a just and 
righteous decision and will stand the test 
in law. This principle will uphold the doc- 
trine of one commercial zone and compel 
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INDUSTRIAL PEACE. 
-The principles and progressive processes of de- 
mocracy are voluntary organization and co-opera- 
tion. 
It is on recognition of this principle and proc- 
ess that the representatives of capital, labor and 
the public have founded the proposed industrial 
program to prevent strikes and lockouts during 
the war. 
The first condition of the peace agreement be- 
tween labor and capital for the cessation of 
strikes and lockouts is the right of workers to 
organize in trade unions and to bargain col- 
lectively thPmugh chosen representatives. 
The second is like unto it, the right of em- 
Ployers to organize in associations or groups and 
to bargain collectively through representatives. 
The commission, which was composed of six 
representatives of labor, six representatives of em- 
ployers and two representatives of the public, has 
‘wisely made these conditions the foundation of 
industrial peace during the war, because it is only 
through recognition of this democratic right 
and through organization that enduring .agree- 
ment and assured harmony can be. obtained. 
The progress toward industrial peace that has 
been made in this country has come through un- 
derstandings and agreements between the repre- 
sentatives of organized labor and the representa- 
tives of associated capital and management. Their 
influence and their action are the most potent 
factors—the only practical factors—in obtaining 
peace agreements. Without organization on 
either skie we would have chaos. 
How would it be possible to reach enduring 
working agreements between’ millions of individ- 
ual workers and hundreds of thousands of indi- 
vidual or corporate employers? As well try to 
conduct effective waffare without organized and 
disciplined armies. 
The British have learned this lesson. The 
foundation of industrial peace in Great Britain, 
which has done more to make its war industries 
efficient than any other factor, is organization on 
both sides and agreements between organizations; 
with the Government acting as practical arbitra- 
tor and director, This must be our goal for in- 
dustrial efficiency. | 
The other conditions proposed by the commis- 
sion embrace a living wage adequate for war 
prices, the recognition of organization rights and 
the maintenance of pre-war standards, including 
open and closed shops.

The program is excellent. If adopted as the 
guiding policy of labor and capital it will bring 
peace and efficiency in war industries necessary 
to the successful prosecution of the war. 
The one thing needful to make it effective is 
the accord and co-operation of employers and 
Wage earners. To each one individually and to 
all collectively comes the test of loyalty aptly 
embodied in President Wilson’s question: “Will 
you co-operate or will you obstruct?’ 
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OMITTING THIS FALL’ s ELECTION. 

Col. Harvey made a rather attractive argu- 
ment for omitting this fall by common consent 
the usual congressional elections. Legal difficul- 
ties stand in the way not encountered when the 
British people, who have no written Constitu- 
tion, omitted their elections.

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THE FIGHTING IN THE AIR. 

The intensity of the activity in the air was on 
a scale as unprecedented as the other activities 
attending .the German forward movement in 
Picardy. 

Fragmentary descriptions of the battle have 
told us how the airmen showered bombs on enemy 
ammunition reserves, bridges, concentration 
points, hangars, artillery trains and highways, 
actually rendering some important roads unten- 
able to advancing columns of German troops, and 
even descended to fire tens of thousands of rounds 
from mahcine guns on the German lines. 

All this of course has been done in prior en- 
gagements, and without figures on the total num- 
ber of airmen engaged we have only slight in- 
formation for visualizing the greater proportions 
of the effort in the heavens as compared with all 
previous efforts of the sort. However, the state- 
ment that from March 21 to March 24 the allies 
brought down 216 German planes, losing 31 them- 
selves in the same time, suggests how thickly the 
space from zenith}to horizon must have been be- 
sprinkled at times with darting, struggling objects 
that wrestled with one another among the clouds. 

In the night operations alone of the air fleet 
during these four days, 52% tons of high explosive 
bombs were thrown down to spread destruction 
along and back of the German lines. The day 
operations are summed up in figures showing that 
2500 bombs were dropped, in addition to explosives 
amounting to 22% tons. 

Giving credit to the air service for great work, 

Col. C. A. Repington, the military critic, yet adds 
that “in every general action of this ultra-modern 
stamp we realize that, good and valuable though 
it be, it does not alter the general course of 
events.”’ Can he say that it might not alter the 
general course of events, had the allies been able 
to command the use of five or ten times as many 
airplanes as were at their disposal? 
_How can he even say that it has not actualiy 
altered the general course of events in this strug- 
gle?

An impressive 
demonstration has been given which should re- 
double the effort to get the greatest possible num- 
ber of planes on the battle line at the earliest 
possible moment.

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CERTIFYING THE PAYROLL. 

A slipshod system of certifying the payrolls 
in the City Street Department has defeated the 
ends of justice by making it impossible to prose 
cute anyone in connection with the charge that 
the rolls were falsified so that laborers and 
teamsters were paid for day§ on which they did 
not work. 

Affidavits were made that the payroll padding 
was done to reimburse workmen for money they 
had-spent for subscriptions to the St. Louis Re- 
public. These subscription enabled Nick Polito, 
a street department superintendent, to win an 
automobile as a prize. Investigation showed 
that the payrolls were made out by foremen and 
inspectors and submitted to Polito. He “certi- 
fied” them and sent them to the Street Commis- 
sioner, who also “certified"them. It was impossi- 
ble to prove that Polito knew of any falsification 
in the rolls and it was set forth in his behalf 
that he assumed the figures were correct as drawn 
up by his subordinate. While he was officially 
responsible for the correctness of the payrolls in 
his district, there is no way of holding him le- 
gally responsible for “‘mistakes’’ made by his fore- 
men and inspectors. The subordinates cannot be 
held responsible because they did not “certify” 
the rolls, but only “submitted” them to Polito. 
The system should be changed so that the 
foremen and inspectors would be required to cer- 
tify the payrolls under oath before passing them 
along to the superintendent. It also would be 
well to require the superintendents to verify the 
figures before approving them. This fixing of 
responsibility all along the line would prevent

le HE growing disposition in the Senate to 
tell the people the truth about the war is 
a mighty fine thing, but what is the truth 
about the war?’’

‘*T suspect that our failure to build as many ships 
as we thought we could build by a certain date, or to 
transport as many troops as we thought we might, or 
to build as many airplanes as seemed to us possible 
a year ago—and so on without end—is only that in- 
evitable failure attending ordinary human aspirations. 

‘‘It is the terrible need that makes our actual ac- 
complishments seem discreditable to us, just as it 
Was our realization that the need would be terrible 
that led us to project our expectation beyond any- 
thing we could hope to fulfill. 

‘‘This is not really to our discredit. It shows, upon 
the contrary, an unbounded confidence in ourselves— 
a feeling that we can do anything almost to which we 
set our hands. That is not a bad way for a coun- 
try to feel, and as soon as we get the incompetents 
weeded out and the whole vast machine hitting upon 
all cylinders, we shall be the better off for that faith. 

‘‘T have often thought of creation itself and what 
a terrible mess it must have looked like about the 
middle of the week.

Sharp Gains the Rule on Most 
of the Standard Shares at 
the Opening. 


NEW YORK, April 1. 

Better news from the battle front 
made for cheerfulness in the stock 
market at the opening today, and 
gains were the rule on most of the 
standard: shares. The steel stocks 
were the center of the best buying, 
but many of the war industrials were 
in good demand. Railroad issues 
were firm. 

Weakness in American Telephone 
recently is probably due to the gen- 
eral aitention directed to the com- 
pany’s annual report and to the sub- 
sequent statement of the president 
of the company deprecating the criti- 
cisms current in the financial dis- 
trict. 

President Vail directed attention to 
the Bell Telephone system rather than 
to the American Telephone Co., as the 
source of the real earning power. 

An analysis of the Bell Telephone 
system, however, discloses that the 
inroad on reserves was tremendously 
heavy. Gross revenues increased $30,- 
000,000 in 1917, but net decreased $6,- 
000,000. Bell Telephone’s stock was 
increased $42,000,009, and the funded 
debt was decreased $15,000,000; that 
is, the net increase in the capital ac- 
Accounts and 
bills payable for the Bell system in- 
creased about $9,000,000, but bills 
receivable decrease $23,000,000, and 
cash decreased $44,000,000. 

The net increase in capital account 
will require about $3,000,000 more in 
dividends in 1918, allowing 8 per’ cent 
on the Bell Telephone stock. This 
dividend is paid into the treasury of 
the American Telephone Co. It ap- 
pears on the surface that if the Bell 
system shows the same earnings for 
1918 that were shown in 1917, the 
Surplus over regular dividends will

Inspiration Consolidated Copper 
Co.’s decision to continue the $2 
quarterly dividend regardless of a 
big falling off in production last year 
indicates better than anything else 
the company’s strong financial posi- 
tion. 

Production returns for the, rest of 
1918 should be highly satisfactory, 
now that the property is being oper- 
ated at capacity. In the first half 
of 1917 production ran at high levels, 
especially in May, when the record 
output of 11,900,000 pounds was pro- 
duced. Labor troubles which started 
last July resulted in the mines being 
shut down for two solid months. Op- 
erations were resumed in September 
but the company found it a difficult 
task to get back to normal operations 
on account of the scarcity of miners. 


The Gulf States Steel Co. in 1917 
broke all records in earnings and pro- 
duction, and through the acquisition 
of certain new properties made itself 
absolutely independent of all raw 
materials markets. All financing was 
done out of earnings, and although 
the company increased its dividends, 
it was left richer than it ever was 
since the reorganization in 1913. 

Liquid assets on Dec. 31, 1917, 
amounted to $5,449,000 and current 
liabilities were only $435,000. Net 
liquid assets were $5,014,000, of which 
nearly $2,000,000 was in cash and 
Government _ securities. The net 
liquid assets were sufficient to cover 
$685,000 underlying securities, the 
$2,000,000 first preferred stock at 
par, the $860,000 second preferred 
stock at par, and leave $1,469,000 for 
the $8,139,000 common stock, equiva- 
lent to about $18 a share. 

The surplus at the end of the year 
after taxes, liberal depreciation, and 
a special reserve of $1,647,000 was 
$4,449,000, sufficient to cover every- 
thing ahead of the common stock at 
par and leave $1,000,000 for the com- 
mon. The property investment stand- 
ing on the books at $14,000,000 would 
indicate a book value for Gulf States 
Steel common On a conservative valu- 
ation of $185 a share.

IN THE LATE TRADING 


Early Market Is Steady, but Sell- 
ing Follows; Corn Also 
Is Weak. 


Grain dealers construed war news 
over Sunday as favorable, and oats 
futures today averaged slightly high- 
er despite fairly large receipts and 
gz00d weather over the crop belt. The 
recent break in values revived talk 
of export buying, 
big business has been announced, 

Corn futures were steady with oats, 
but buying was scattered. Cash de- 
mands are less urgent’ in all mar- 
kets. 

Oats receipts here today were 308,- 
000 bu against 162,000 bu last year. 
Shipments were 140,000 bu against 
79,000 bu. Corn receipts were 192,000 
bu against 133,000 bu. Shipments 
were 179,000 against 79,000 bu. 

May oats opened %c higher at 86c 
and sold up to 865%c. May corn opened 
steady at $1.26% and held steady. 

The Oklahoma crop report makes 
winter wheat condition 60, against 
53 in March and 76 last year. Farm- 
ers still hold 3 per cent of last sea- 
son’s wheat crop and 14 per cent of 
the corn. A month ago they had 65 
per cent of the wheat. Last year 
wheat stocks were 3 per cent and 
corn 17 per cent of the previous 
year’s crop. 

Amendments to the rules of the 
Chicago Board of Trade, to be voted 
on Saturday, April 6, provide for a 
new contract grade of corn, which 
shall be No. 4 mixed, to contain not 
more than 15.5 per cent moisture, 
with other grades deliverable at fixed 
differentials. In oats the new con- 
tract grade is to be No. 3 white, 
with other grades deliverable at fixed 
differentials. 

It is understood that if these 
amendments are adopted trading in 
corn and oats will be without price 
restriction, but for the present the 
restrictions now in force as to volume 
of trading will not be disturbed.

DUTCH CALL SHIP 
SFIZURE BY U.S. AN 
“ACT OF VIOLENCE” 


Government, in Official An- 
nouncement, Takes Issue With 
Wilson’s Statement. 


THE HAGUE, Saturday, March 39 
(By A. P.).—The seizure of the 
Dutch merchantmen in American 
ports is characterized by the Dutch 
Government, in a statement in th; 
Official Gazette, ‘“‘as an act of vio- 
lence which it will oppose with all 
the energy of its conviction and its 
wvunded national feeling.” 

The Government takes issue with 
the proclamation of President Wil- 
son regarding the decision of the 
United States, saying it contains as- 
sertions which are contrary to the 
facts. 

The statement says the Dutch na- 
tion, “with painful surprise,” has 
taken notice of President Wilson's 
proclamation and that the seizure of 
a neutral mercantile fleet is unjus- 
tiflable. 


Denies President’ ’s Statement. 

“According to President Wilson’s 
proclamation,’ says the statenient, 
“The Netherlands, owing entirely to 
German pressure, failed to observe 
the preliminary arrangement which 
was proposed for the purpose of leav- 
ing no longer idle the Dutch tonnage 
in American ports and furnishing an 
opportunity for making voyages 
within a period of 90 days, pending a 
aefinite agreement on Dutch tonnage 
and rationing. This is distinctly in- 
correct, 

“It is as equally incorrect as the 
allegation that Germany had threat- 
ened to sink two ships which were 
approval, and that Germany had 
both the observance of such a pre- 
liminary arrangement and the con- 
clusion of a permanent one.

Accordingly, 
several ships were chartered for 
this service. The charterings and 
sailings of all these ships were not 
sensibly delayed by the aforemen- 
tioned objections, neither did Ger- 
many attempt to influence the exer- 
tion of the provisional agreement, 
which affected traffic between trans- 
atlantic ports. What did seriously 
interfere with its execution was the 
fact that cable messages to and 
from ship owners were extremely 
slow in transmission and sometimes 
never were delivered. The cause of 
this remains unexplained. 

“The fact is that a majority of 
the ships had been chartered under 
the provisional agreement through 
the War Trade Board and part were 
e|already sailing to South America, 
but were stopped in route by the 
American authorities, while In the 
Pacific ships plying between the 
Western coast of the United States 
and the Dutch East Indies made 
regular voyages without any im- 
pediment, direct or indirect, by the 
Netherlands Government. The ships 
now in British ports in and outside 
Europe and in the Portuguese port 
of St. Vincent were prevented from 
sailing by the British and Portu- 
guese themselves. 


President Incorrectly Advised, 

“As shown by the foregoing, the 
allegations that the Netherlands, 
owing to German pressure, was 
powerless to observe the provisional 
agreement is contrary to fact. That 
the President was incorrectly ad- 
vised is proved conclusively on 4 
point of greater importance; name- 
ly, where the statement mentions 
the new demand that Dtrftch ships 
would have to enter the war zone 
and the seizure which followed Hol- 
land’s reply.
